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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 24, drawn to a method for the preparation of a glucose standard 
chart, classified in class 436, subclass 8. 

II. Claims 2-22, drawn to a method of estimating chemical oxygen demand, 
classified in class 436, subclass 127. 

III. Claims 23, drawn to a kit for determining chemical oxygen demand, 
classified in class 422, subclass 61 . 

IV. Claims 25-45, drawn to a method for the estimation of chemical oxygen 
demand, classified in class 436, subclass 8. 

Inventions I and II, III, IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions the method for the preparation of 
COD charts is not disclosed as used with the method of determination of COD, the kit or 
the method of preparing reference tables of group IV. Specifically, the method of 
preparing the COD chart of group I is directed to using known amounts of glucose and 
determining the optical characteristics to be compared to unknown amounts of glucose. 
The method of group II does not disclose the method of group I and requires dilutions 
steps not taught by group I. The kit of group III does not disclose the method of group I. 
The method of group IV involves creation of tables that are not disclosed as being 
usable with the invention of group I. Inventions ll-IV have the different functions of 
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estimation of COD, a kit for determining COD and method of preparing different 
reference tables respectively. 

Inventions II, IV and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice a materially 
different method that does not require the calculation of the claimed reference tables. 

Inventions II and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the calculation to create tables' 
1(e) and 1(f) are not required. The subcombination has separate utility such as method 
for preparing reference tables for a different visual determination of COD rather than 
creating color codes that would require an automated instrument. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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The Office notes the claim 1 references figure 1 and claim 25 references tables' 
1(e) and 1(f), which is improper under 35 USC 112 second paragraph. Similar issues 
may exist in the other claims, but were not apparent upon the consideration required for 
the restriction requirement. Applicants may consider reviewing the elected group/claims 
for these types of errors and provide correction prior to the examination on the merits.
